Editor’s note: The following speech was delivered on 
Veterans Day, November 11, at Old Landing in Marion. 
Good morning. 

Iam Pete O’Brien, I am a retired Marine Corps 
Infantry Master Gunnery Sergeant, having served 
on active duty for 27 years, 4 months, and 18 days. 
Throughout my career, I had the honor and privilege 
of serving alongside some of the finest Americans the 
country has to offer. I did this while part of five Infantry 
Battalions, one Infantry regiment, three years as a Drill 
Instructor, two years at the School of Infantry, and four 
years at Supporting establishments. 

While Memorial Day in May commemorates the 
service members that have made the ultimate sacrifice, 
Veterans Day honors our neighbors who have sworn 
to support and defend the Constitution of the United 
States that are still with us. Today, I want to take this 
opportunity to reflect upon the profound importance 
of veterans and why they are an indelible part of our 
country’s history and our society. 

What is a veteran ... in its true and real definition, 
is an individual who has served in the military, having 
completed their term of service, and fulfilled their duty 
to their country. They have undergone training, faced 
challenges, and made sacrifices to protect the freedoms 
and values we hold dear. 

But a veteran is also a weird breed of superhero 
who has traded their cape for camouflage, their secret lair 
for a barracks, and their superpowers for unparalleled 
discipline. They possess an uncanny ability to solve

problems with duct tape, a multitasking prowess that 
allows them to juggle grenades while fixing an engine, 
and a knack for turning any extremely serious or sad 
situation into a humorous one.

As I stand 
here today, many memories flood my mind — memories of 
camaraderie, sacrifice, and unwavering dedication. 

Veterans Day holds a profound significance for 
all of us. It is a time to reflect on the sacrifices made by the 
men and women who have served in our armed forces. 
These brave individuals have selflessly dedicated their 
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lives to protect our freedom, uphold our values, and 
defend our way of life. 

They have answered the call of duty, leaving 
behind their families, their homes, and often risking 
their own lives to ensure our safety and security. Being 
a veteran means carrying the weight of honor, duty, and 
service on your shoulders. It means stepping forward 
when others step back.

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More Than Thank You — Appreciation 
Town of Mattapoisett Veterans Day

It’s tradition every Veterans Day to commemorate 
our active duty, retired and deceased military men and 
women. It’s a time to reflect on what it means to live ina 
democratic society and the people that were or are willing 
to sacrifice everything to protect and defend the principles 
of freedom. 

Mattapoisett held such a ceremony at Old 
Hammondtown School shortly after the tolling of the bells 
at the Congregational Church, noting the end of World 
War I on the 11th day, of the 11th month, of the 11th hour. 

The day’s ceremony was hosted by the American 
Legion Florence Eastman Post 280, and the Tri-Town 
Veteran’s Office led by agent Chris Gerrior. Providing a 
lyrically significant note were members of Showstoppers 
Performing Arts group, who sang the “Star Spangled 
Banner” and the emotive “Bless Our Troops.” 

Serving as standard bearers for the posting 
of colors were Boy Scouts from Rochester Troop 31. 
Hadley Perron led the Pledge of Allegiance, Chaplain 
Langhoff led the group in prayer, and Geneva Gerrior 
read the governor’s proclamation. Veteran Raymond 
Hanks announced Mattapoisett’s inclusion as a Purple 
Heart community and emerging plans for recognition of 
Revolutionary War veterans buried in the town. 

Taking the podium as guest speaker was Dr. 
David Vacchi, whose military career includes 20 years of 
active duty including the Iraq war. His military awards 
include Legion of Merit, a Bronze Star and seven awards 
for meritorious service. Vacchi is a lifetime member of the 
American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Vacchi began his comments by sharing that he 
had always wanted to be of service to others; it was 
paramount in his early development and continues to this 
day. 

His transition from military duties to helping 
veterans transitioning back into civilian life, included 
returning to school for higher education opportunities. 
His book “Straight Talk for Veterans” is a guide for 
veterans navigating what can be very choppy waters in a 
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nT 
civilian world that oftentimes simply cannot understand 
what a veteran is going through physically and mentally. 
Vacchi said that supporting veterans even in the 
smallest way is critical, including simply saying thank 
you. He now responds to those thanking him for his 
service with the kind retort, “Thank you for the support.” 
Another way Vacchi said veterans can be 
supported is by simply talking to them. He acknowledged 
that the majority of veterans, especially those who have 
battlefield experience, don’t want to talk about those 
memories. Vacchi said it is important to start off slowly, 
asking about what they ate, where they slept, small, 
nontraumatic bits and pieces that may eventually lead to 
memories that can finally be released, being absorbed into 
yesterday, no longer damaging today. 
“We need to hear those stories,” he said. 
Representative William Straus offered that more 
than being thankful for a veteran’s service we should say 
we “appreciate” their service. “Appreciation conveys 
more than just gratitude, it says we value their service, it 
has worth,” said Straus.

James Parker likes to keep busy. After a very

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specific. In some instances, 
he used antique postcards 
as reference material or 
visited museums to get 
the clothing as accurate 

as possible. The result is 
stunning. 

“T use the old 
English way of painting 
watercolors,” said Parker, 
explaining that this early 
method is achieved by 
layering the paint, applying 
color on top of color until 
the right intensity has been 
accomplished. The result is 
a painting with extremely complex hues and tones versus, 
say, what one might find in traditional watercolors. 

When listening to Parker, one gets a sense that the 
detective work he employs to best understand the subject 
of a painting is equally as interesting to him as the actual 
painting itself. “It’s like mixing history and art,” he said. 

The themes that interest this artist the most are 
those that give him a chance to learn and then, through 
the painting, tell and/or teach the viewer a bit of history. 

One example of his marrying art to history can 
be found at the Osterville Historical Museum. There, 
one of his pictures of a catboat accompanies a skeleton of 
one such marine vessel. He is quoted in the August 2021 
issue of Cape Cod Life magazine as saying, “I’m creating 
something where kids can see the wreck but also an image 
of the way catboats were in their prime.” 

Long before finding his voice through painting, 
Parker was an entrepreneur owning a long list of 
successful businesses. And before that he served in the 
Navy during the second Suez (canal) war in the 1950s. 
One of his first forays into painting happened at this time. 
He was asked to paint the U.S. ship he was on to give 
as a gift, a tradition among ambassadors. That painting 
remains in royal custody somewhere in the Persian Gulf 
area.

Musician Navigates Lyme with Songs

More than four years ago, 26-year-old Alex 
Cannell had just graduated from college and was working 
in the wealth management field in Boston. Cannell’s 
life then took a twist when he contracted Lyme disease. 
He had trouble getting the right diagnosis, causing 
his condition to worsen and force him to go on work 
disability. 

A musician and songwriter, Cannell moved to 
Mattapoisett where he has strong family roots. He took 
his four-year journey and poured it into an album titled, 
“Things in Motion.” Cannell describes the album as a do- 
it-yourself effort, featuring himself on drums, bass, guitar 
and vocals. 

The album will be released digitally on Thursday, 
November 16, on the underground streaming service 
bandcamp.com. On Thanksgiving, November 23, it will 
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be released on all major streaming platforms including 
Spotify, Apple Music, and Amazon Music. 

Cannell, a musician for St. Gabriel’s Church 
in Marion, says he drew artistic inspiration from the 
picturesque Mattapoisett. His work at the Episcopal 
Church and his beekeeping hobby helped him connect 
with nature and use that as a source of healing. 

The album cover features waves crashing and the 
moon, both of which go through complex cycles. 

“The waves and tides continue on — no matter 
what,” Cannell said. “It represents the fluidity of life in 
general.” 

A guitarist first, Cannell says he also drew 
musical inspiration from the Grateful Dead, the late Jerry 
Garcia and the jam-band tradition. 

The last piece is an instrumental, meditative 
piece - a perfect way to end an album that culminates 
the last four years of Cannell’s life - taking his pain and 
confusion from Lyme disease and turning it into a source 
of inspiration for others. 

“The last song is 100 percent guitar — no words or 
lyrics,” he said. “I did a meditative, peaceful solo to close 
out the album in a peaceful way.” 

Cannell said he went through many doctor visits 
and medications before he was officially diagnosed with 
Lyme disease. Four years ago, he had just graduated from 
St. Lawrence University and was working in the city 
when the mysterious symptoms left him with no energy 
and some complex medical issues. 

“The aim of the album is to help people with 
similar afflictions to have somebody to connect with 
and be inspired by,” Cannell said. “From an illness 
aspect, people can relate to the title; it represents the 
cycle of being and living with a chronic illness. It holds 
the promise that things can come together and unveil a 
brighter future.” 

The album features 10 tracks that “pack a punch,” 
Cannell said. The songs are short, two to four minutes, 
but are bound to connect to a “broader community to help 
them on their journey.”

Thanksgiving has always been my favorite 
holiday. Even as a little boy when you'd think it would be 
just like any other day, just me and my mother and father 
at the dinner table, it was special. 

Instead of the usual meatloaf or tuna casserole, 
or “potato bargain” ... a concoction of sliced potatoes 
and ketchup (we were poor), Mom would cook up a big 
turkey with all the trimmings: stuffing, mashed potatoes 
and gravy, peas, brown bread and cranberry sauce.

In high school, when Old 
Rochester was brand new, everyone would bundle up 
and go to the football game, even my parents who could 
not have cared less about sports. It was all about starting 
new traditions. My wife’s brother, who is in his sixties 
now, still plays touch football with his friends from school 
every Thanksgiving morning. Now they play with their 
own kids and grandkids. There’s a tradition! 

One Thanksgiving, my uncle Marno was in the 
hospital in Boston. Dad and his brother Robbie drove 
up to visit him. Not being familiar with the city, they 
promptly got lost. To add insult to injury, the car broke 
down on Storrow Drive! Repairs made, they found their 
way to the hospital, saw uncle Marno and made it home 
by supper time. We were thankful for that. Uncle Marno 
recovered and even made history. He had his larynx 
removed due to cancer and learned to talk within a week. 
Doctors from as far away as California came to see him 
because they couldn’t believe it. Even more to be thankful 
for. 
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After marriage and our kids came along, 
Thanksgiving dinner was always at my bride’s parents’ 
house. With her six siblings, and as the family grew with 
assorted spouses and children, it became pretty crowded. 
When preparing dinner for such a large brood got too 
much for my mother-in-law, we celebrated the holiday 
at my in-laws’ country club where my father-in-law was 
president. A step up for a poor barber’s son from little old 
Mattapoisett. On the drive to the club, we would sing the 
old Thanksgiving chestnut, Over the river and through the 
woods to grandmother’s ... club! 

Everyone is older now and living far apart. The 
extended family doesn’t get together for dinner anymore. 
Some have passed away. 
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Our kids are grown, living in different places, but 
they still come home for Thanksgiving. There are just the 
four of us, no grandkids, but we still have days’ worth of 
leftovers, though my son takes a drumstick home with 
him. 

Thanksgiving is still special and still my favorite 
holiday. This year marks my 10th year living with cancer. 
What more can one be thankful for?

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Medical Bills: How to Fight Them 
What Does The Doctor Say?

Years ago, when I would visit with my in-laws, 
after the initial pleasantries, my mother-in-law would 
bring out a shoebox full of paper and say, “Edward, do 
I owe anyone any money?” In the box were dozens of 
undecipherable pieces of paper, many of which were 
marked, “This is Not a Bill,” even though they looked like 
bills. Things have not gotten better. 

Medical billing is notorious for being very hard to 
understand and full of errors. The average person, faced 
with a gigantic bill, is likely to throw up their hands and 
pay it, but do not be in too much of a hurry to do so. 

The first step is to request an itemized bill, to 
which you are entitled. This will list all the things the 
doctor or hospital is charging you for. While the bill 
should list the items, sometimes you will just get a listing 
of CPT (Current Procedural Terminology) codes — 5-digit 
numbers that are medical shorthand for the things done. 
It is very easy to use Google to get the English translation 
of, say, 99285 into “Emergency Visit, high complexity.” 
Very often you will see things listed that were simply 
not done, and a call or letter should ask to have these 
removed. 

You should also use your common sense to 
evaluate how well the service for which you are billed 
matches the service you received. Using the same 
example, if you are being charged $800 for a 99285 and 
you went to the Emergency Department with a swollen 
ankle that was wrapped in an elastic bandage, you should 
insist the charge be reduced. A “high complexity” visit is 
meant to cover caring for a victim of a major auto accident 
or a patient in coma, not a 10-minute visit for a simple 
problem. 

If the billing department will not reduce the 
charge, demand a copy of your visit. If the notes reflect a 
simple visit, repeat your demand and threaten to take the 
issue to your insurance company or the state department 
of consumer affairs. 

Finally, it is always worth asking for a discount. 
Uninsured patients are usually charged the “list price” for 
a service while Medicare, Medicaid and every commercial 
insurance company gets a substantial discount off these 
prices. You will very often get a discount of 25% or more 
just by asking. 

It is your money. Don’t part with it without a 
fight.

The department website states that along with 
Rochester Police, Massachusetts State Police and the 
Medical Examiner’s Office continue investigating. 


Village Road Project Reaches Consensus 
Mattapoisett Select Board

In 2015-16, the Mattapoisett Select Board began 
what would be known as the “village streets” project, 
a grand plan to improve all the village roadways and 
sidewalks to improve safety and convenience for 
pedestrians and cyclists. On Tuesday night, a plan was 
finally agreed upon with consulting engineers VHB. 

As noted in their previous meeting, the clock 
was ticking down for the town to submit a plan for 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation to review, 
the main funding source for the multi-million-dollar 
project. 

The VHB team returned on this night to share 
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further modifications that had been requested by the 
Select Board, and the board was ready to move forward. 

After airing concerns that trees left in place 
during construction on Main Street, Water Street, Marion 
Road and Beacon Street might suffer, the Select Board 
agreed to the elimination of approximately 17 trees and a 
planting plan for approximately 40 new trees. 

Sidewalks were discussed with member Jodi 
Bauer stressing the importance of having sidewalks on the 
southerly side of the design (along the waterfront) for the 
safety of pedestrians. 

Carlos DeSousa, a retired engineer, offered a 
suggestion that since the roads would be opened during 
construction, it might be an opportunity to have all

utilities upgraded, placing them underground. He said 
this would not require the removal of trees. He also 
noted that utility poles are not only unsightly, they are 
old. The board was unanimous in its response that such 
a plan would be cost prohibitive but agreed to have VHB 
evaluate that possibility with MassDOT. 

In the end, the board voted to have “Plan 4” 
submitted with minor changes to locations for sidewalks 
and that VHB would attend a planned December 15 
meeting with the state agency to review final questions 
and the design. Interested residents should contact the 
Select Board’s office. 

Earlier in the meeting, the board voted to approve 
updated policies for the town’s Senior Work-off (real 
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estate tax) Abatement program and the Veterans’ Work- 
off Abatement program. The programs are designed to 
give seniors (over age 60) and veterans up to $750 in tax 
rebates for work performed for the town. 

Also accepted by vote were updated snow- 
plowing regulations for private roads. Roads must be 
in good repair and must be clear of vehicles and other 
obstacles, while shoulders may not contain mailboxes, 
plantings, cobblestones and such. Most importantly, the 
roadway must have been constructed in accordance with 
the Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board. 

The Select Board met with new Herring Inspector 
John Wilbur, who reported an approximate rise in 
herring numbers over 2022 of 20% or 1,700 fish. The total 
estimated fish count for 2023 was 4,000. 

Holiday in the Park 2023 was announced and 
planned for Saturday, December 9, from 3:00 pm to 5:00 
pm. The town is looking for a Christmas tree to decorate 
Shipyard Park during the event and the season. Anyone 
interested in donating a tree is asked to contact the 
Highway Department at 508-758-4181. The next meeting 
of the Mattapoisett Select Board was not announced at 
adjournment. 


Invasives ‘Not That Bad’ 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee

The Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee heard from David Wong 
of the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection during the former’s monthly public meeting on 
Tuesday afternoon, and the message about the invasive 
species discovered at Snipatuit Pond in Rochester and the 
Mattapoisett River Watershed is that they have spread, 
but on the other hand, “the good news is that it’s not that 
bad.” 

Sharing his screen in the Zoom meeting, Wong 
brought up startling graphics indicating that Asian Clams 
are infesting Massachusetts lakes and rivers and “change 
the whole ecological system.” 

This species was not found in the state prior to 
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23 years ago and started in the Charles River. Wong says 
that climate change is what has allowed the clams to find 
their way throughout the Massachusetts coastline and 
toward the central region of the state. In many regions of 
Massachusetts, their sightings are up from 2016 in data 
realized in 2019 but not locally. 

Citing Mass DEP field data, Wong also went 
through three distinct kinds of invasive species, Fanwort, 
Reed Grass (phragmites) which have grown up to an 
“unimaginable” 27 feet high in Concord, and Swollen 
Bladderwort. 

While a mechanical cutting of rooted phragmites 
below the water line cuts off the oxygen supply for the 
plant and effectively drowns them, Swollen Bladderwort 
floats and has no roots. 

Wong compared Swollen Bladderwort to a 
bacteria and said it eats tiny animals. While dominant 
in eastern Massachusetts, Snow’s Pond is the only 
waterbody with data showing Swollen Bladderwort. 

“You don’t need to spend a lot of money or a 
lot of time,” said Wong, noting that expensive efforts to 
eradicate phragmites “are not that good.” 

Three phases of response have proven successful 
when working together: eradication, containment and 
long-term management. 

Showing a tracing map indicated that boating 
brings invasives to Massachusetts from out of state as far 
away as Idaho via dragging on boat carriers and inside 
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piping, Wong sipecsied two measures, a mechanical one 
including hot water and pressure washing of the boat, 
and an acid-chemical herbicide. 

“Dog Detector Popeye” is a successful example 
of how well-trained canines sniff out invasives and give 
their boat owners an advantage. 

There are four distinct funding opportunities 
available via the state to take preventive measures, and 
Wong left his contact information for the committee’s use. 

Upon conclusion of the MRV Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee, the MRV Water District 
Commission opened its public meeting with the addition 
of Mattapoisett Town Administrator (and voting member) 
Mike Lorenco. 

In reporting to the commission, Mattapoisett 
Water and Sewer Department Superintendent Henri 
Renauld said Borden & Remington has invoiced the MRV 
$12,751.83 for its six-week chemicals delivery, part of 
$29,018 in October expenditures. 

Tata & Howard representative Jon Gregory told 
the commission that he emailed a FY25 draft budget to the 
members on November 6. Having put the budget together 
with subcommittee members Vinnie and Jeff Furtado, 
Renauld and Meghan Davis, Gregory said the FY25 
budget represents a 1.4% increase from FY24. 

Member David Pierce asked why capital 
costs decreased; Gregory traced the reduction to the 
procurement process for the new filtering system now 
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being funded with loans. He said the MRV needs to 
continue building up funds for the next filter changeover 
in 10 to 15 years. Administration fees doubled because a 
different loan is being managed. 

The plan is for the commissioners to vote on the 
FY25 budget at the MRV’s next meeting on December 12. 

Pierce called the FY25 budget “a very modest 
increase compared to other boards and committees, I’m 
delighted.” 

Regarding the Water Treatment Plant project 
upgrade, Gregory said Tata & Howard representatives 
met with Koch representatives on March 2 at the plant, 
as the designer of the new filtration system needed to 
audit electrical and instrument components at the facility. 
Gregory and MassDEP are tentatively scheduled to meet 
virtually on November 30 to discuss design. 

An emergency response management training 
course was conducted November 1-2 at the Music Hall, 
and Gregory thanked Davis for procuring the famed 
venue. 

The commissioners voted to authorize Tata & 
Howard to prepare the annual report; the plan is to have a 
draft ready at the MRV’s January meeting. 

In his Water Treatment Plant operations update, 
Renauld said the plant is running “fairly well” and noted 
that Fairway LLC removed all the tornado-damaged trees. 
The fence has been taken away, and poles are going in to 
anchor a new fence. 

The facility is using small heaters for now and 
anticipates updates to electrical panels the week after 
Thanksgiving. Renauld said another generator is coming 
in and that all coordination is with the insurance company 
for each repair project. 

In other news, Jeff Furtado reported that the 
member town of Fairhaven is officially off chlorine. 
“Complaints have dropped off immensely,” he said, 
noting that there are a couple of areas with discolored 
water that he described as “light tea” rather than the 
“dark red or black” the town was seeing. “What we did 
help immensely, it really did.” 

In other Advisory Committee business, Jeff 
Furtado delivered his Treasurer’s Report, saying he still 
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needs to reconcile with Fairhaven Town Hall on the 
committee’s June 30 bank balance. For the four-month 
period from July through October, Furtado reported total 
payments of $14,318.63 and a total interest of $144.60 from 
Rockland Trust over that time. 

“Hopefully next month I will reconcile everything 
with Ann (Carreiro),” he said, noting that since receiving 
bank statements and ledger numbers from different 
sources he requires a meeting so the figures can be 
reconciled. 

Fairhaven’s assessment payment was processed 
on October 16, and representatives of Marion and 
Mattapoisett indicated that their payments are in process. 

MRV Chairman Vinnie Furtado added a request 
to pay on new invoices to Tata & Howard ($1,111.25), 
Dave Watling ($251.72) and Blair Bailey ($50.) The 
committee voted to authorize him to pay the invoices. 

The committee learned that Middleborough 
representatives will attend the regional meeting of water 
officials scheduled for November 29 but that Wareham 
representatives cannot attend. The meeting will be held 
at 4:00 pm via Zoom, and MRV representatives were 
encouraged to invite their respective select boards and 
other key committees to attend. 

In his Tata & Howard Report to the committee, 
Gregory said that another older level logger needs 
replacement and that together with a recent new 
purchase, has left the MRV with one spare. The MRV 
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still has three original level loggers in service, so the 
committee voted to purchase an additional level logger so 
that there will be two spares. 

The committee also voted to have Gregory and 
Tata & Howard prepare the committee’s annual report. 
Gregory said he intends to have a draft at the MRV’s 
January 2024 meeting. 

Brendan Annett of the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
appeared briefly to invite members to a gathering 
Monday morning at 197 Acushnet Road in Mattapoisett 
to celebrate the completion of the MRV Drinking Water 
Resilience Project that protects 240 acres of conservation 
land in Mattapoisett, Acushnet and Rochester. 

The next meeting of the MRV Water District 
Commission / Water Supply Protection Advisory 
Committee is scheduled for Tuesday, December 12, at 3:30 
pm and 4:00 pm via Zoom. 


Solar, Self-Storage Cases Continued 
Rochester Planning Board

Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday delayed 
deciding the fate of two big proposed projects until its 
next meeting on December 12. 

BWC Snows Pond LLC’s plan is to build a solar 
array on 12.55 acres of a 31-acre parcel at 0 Cushman 
Road to include a 2.39 MW, DC, single-access tracking 
photovoltaic array and associated battery energy storage. 
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Engineering consultant Andrew Hamel updated 
the board with the information that the array will be 
screened from surrounding properties with a chain-link 
fence at one end, a stockyard fence at the other end and 97 
arborvitaes planted in staggered fashion. The buffer will 
not result in any increased water runoff. 

As she did when the project was reviewed by 
the Conservation Commission on November 7, the site’s 
nearest Jason Lane neighbor, Melanie Sherman Morrison, 
expressed objection, stating that she is such a close 
neighbor that she will have to constantly look at this solar 
array once it is erected. 

Sherman Morrison asked why the project 
developer would be taking out trees on the parcel. Hamel 
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said they were doing so only to fit bylaw requirements 
regarding in what direction the solar array should be 
pointing. Sherman Morrison wanted to know why a 
stone wall will be split open to fit an access road. Hamel 
assured her this action is being taken for access to the 
site only. Planning Board members assured her they will 
inspect what is done with the stone afterward. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson gave 
Hamel the homework to completely stake out the project’s 
borders correctly so the board can inspect the site and to 
install poles where the fencing will be placed. 

“It’s important to get the site-line adjustments,” 
Johnson said. “Notify us when those are complete. Then 
we will need 48 hours’ notice when we post the site visit.” 

The resulting vote to continue the hearing to 
December 12 was unanimous. 

Next, the board reopened the public hearing for 
JPF Development's plan to build a 15-acre, self-storage 
facility at Kings Highway and Route 28 that will feature 
the construction of seven, self-storage buildings and an 
office with associated, paved access drives, parking areas, 
utilities and a stormwater-management system. 

Consulting engineer Bill Madden asked for 
and received a continuance to December 12 because of 
information he is missing. He said he is still waiting for 
full drawings of the buildings that will be erected there. 
He is also waiting for a response to his reply to the town’s 
consulting engineer’s peer review and correspondence 
with important input from his fire-prevention specialist. 

While he was there, Madden noted there are 
some changes to the plan the board originally saw but 
nothing major. Smaller units will be added to the ends of 
the storage-unit buildings. An underground basin will 
be installed for roof stormwater runoff, and a wooden 
guardrail will be built along the Kings Highway side to 
keep water runoff from ever reaching passing motorists. 
“But nothing that’s a major change,” he said. 

In other action, the board endorsed an Approval 
Not Required application for a lot-line adjustment plan at 
2 Bishop Road but not without a “no” vote from Johnson. 

Consulting engineer John Romanelli had said 
at a previous Zoning Board of Appeals meeting that the 
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12x16-foot shed at 2 Bishop Road is less than 40 feet from 
0 Bishop Road because he made a mathematical error 
when drawing the lot lines. Now the owner of 0 Bishop 
Road, Mark Wilson, wants to sell his vacant lot and needs 
his parcel to be a legally conforming size. But the pool 
shed owned by Romanelli’s client, Logan Smith, 2 Bishop 
Road, is massive, filled with electrical and plumbing 
infrastructure, and would be difficult to move to make the 
lots conform. 

On November 14, Romanelli presented the 
Planning Board with a solution. Smith and Wilson have 
agreed to trade lot lines. Romanelli said, however, that 
Wilson has not signed an affidavit proving he agrees to 
this trade. Romanelli said Wilson is away on vacation but 
will sign the affidavit at the end of the week. 

Johnson voted against approving the ANR, 
explaining that proof from Wilson should come first. But 
the majority of Planning Board members approved the 
ANR, and the motion passed. 

The entire board then passed on appointing 
two of its members to the new Zoning Bylaw Review 
Committee. Johnson reasoned Planning Board members 
have busy schedules already, and they don’t need to be 
on the new board because they can simply share their 
notes on the subject with the new panel and vice versa. 
The board’s final motion on the issue was to find out what 
days Zoning Bylaw Review Committee meetings will be 
scheduled. 

The Rochester Planning Board will meet next 
on Tuesday, December 12, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way.

Mattapoisett Neck Road, was tabled pending Faneuf’s 
confirmation that work was completed as permitted.

Dog Hearing Needs Larger Venue 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

A Special Permit application for an in-house, 
dog-training business at 16 Bishop Road drew a standing- 
room-only crowd of concerned neighbors to Rochester 
Town Hall on November 9, forcing the Rochester Zoning 
Board of Appeals’ public hearing to be postponed. 

After noting that the meeting was no longer 
accessible to all who wanted to attend because of the 
overcrowding, Rochester ZBA Chairman David Arancio 
motioned to postpone the hearing to November 30 and to 
move it to the larger venue of the Rochester Senior Center 
(Council on Aging) on Dexter Lane. Arancio said the 
Town Hall meeting room’s posted occupancy limit is 32 
people seated and 40 standing. 

Members of the crowd offered to whittle down 
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its number in the interest of allowing the public hearing 
to move forward. Arancio invoked a 10-minute recess to 
allow time for this to occur. Ten minutes later, Arancio 
noted the Town Hall meeting room was still over capacity, 
and the board approved his motion to postpone. 

Later in the meeting, an application for a variance 
from the minimum required, 40-foot rear setback to build 
an above-ground pool at 142 Sarah Sherman Road also 
sparked a neighbor’s objections. 

Homeowner Luis Rivera said his plan is for a 
15x30-foot pool for his two children, ages seven and eight. 
He said he has erected temporary pools and has taken 
them down every year. A single, permanent pool would 
be more cost-effective, he said, but it would only fit where 
he would need a 23.3-foot setback from the adjacent 
property for the space to build it. 

His next-door neighbor James Ruell said he “had 
issues” with the plan. He said he already hears a lot of 
noise from his neighbor. “It’s certainly not going to be 
quieter,” he said. “I am objecting to it, the noise and the 
setback.” 

Rivera said he plans to add more plantings as 
a noise and visual buffer. Where there are gaps in the 
existing buffer, he will fill them. The ZBA reinforced 
this promise when it approved the variance. The panel 
included the condition that Rivera will plant eight 
Leyland cypress trees at a minimum of 4 feet tall when the 
pool is installed. 

In other action, the board appointed three ZBA 
members to the new By-Law Review Committee. They 
will be Richard Cutler, Davis Sullivan and Jeffrey Costa. 
The ZBA also approved a new policy to recite the Pledge 
of Allegiance at the beginning of every meeting. 

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals will 
meet next on Thursday, November 30, at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Senior Center (Council on Aging), 67 Dexter 
Lane. 


RMS Talks MCAS 
Rochester School Committee

MCAS testing and what to do with the 
information was on the table when the Rochester School 
Committee met on November 2. 

“We're back at a place where MCAS data is 
starting to become more meaningful,” said Old Rochester 
Regional Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson, 
qualifying the remark by noting that MCAS provides one 
data point among multiple ones. But the point was clear. 
“But I think the important piece for us to remember right 
now is that MCAS data, from a state standpoint and for 
us is a data point that we’re looking at a road to learning 
recovery. 

“We're really looking at, ‘where were students in 
2019 from a teaching-and-learning standpoint, and what 
is the data telling us now in terms of how students are 
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performing ... on MCAS?’ There’s a lot of points of pride, 
but there are some areas (needing improvement). ... More 2 = . 
importantly, do we have plans in place already or are R esi] de n ti a | R oofi n g 
there plans in place that we’re going to have to make to 
try to increase academic achievement?” . :

Nelson said that the needs of the whole child 
remain the district’s focus, “and we are certainly seeing 
greater need from the whole child than we were seeing 
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The summary of scores were as follows: 530-560 
Exceeding Expectations; 500-529 Meeting Expectations; 
470-499 Partially Meeting Expectations and 440-469 Not 
Meeting Expectations. 

Student Growth Percentiles (SGP’s) were issued 
to students having registered prior scores and having met 
current grade-level requirements on a 1-99 scale and are 
measured against the state’s mean SGP. English Language 
and Mathematics are counted but not Science. 

Summarizing that ORR students have tested in 
the normal range through 2019. MCAS took a year off 
for the COVID-19 pandemic in 2020. In 2021, Grades 3-8 
experienced a partial return to MCAS testing. Since 2022, 
MCAS testing has been fully back. 
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“One of the biggest things to keep in mind with 
this is that we’re not only looking at our achievement ... 
scores, but ... the scores aren’t necessarily where they 
were in 2019. A lot has happened in five years, so the state 
is calling that the recovery piece and recovery going back 
to what our scores were in 2019,” said Fedorowicz. “So 
we're trending up, which is great.” 

The slide, said Fedorowicz, has stopped, and local 
students are now back on a recovery schedule with their 
test scores. 

At Rochester Memorial, Grades 3-6 performed 
better than they did last year and better than the state 
average in English Language Arts and in Mathematics. 
Grade 5 Science scores were lower than last year’s but 
better than the state average. 

Grade 3 across the state generally saw flat 
results (these students were in kindergarten during the 
pandemic.) 

Fedorowicz guided the committee through a 
graphics presentation of data for students across the ORR 
District in Grades 3-12 from 2019 to 2023. The information 
broke down to Grades 3-6, measuring ORR’s recovery to 
be above the state average in English Language Arts. 

She said that ORR’s acceleration in recovery 
“speaks volumes about our educators here at RMS.” 

Rochester Memorial School's Interim Principal 
Heidi Letendre noted that students considered 
“proficient” are testing 7% above the state average, while 
the average ORR student is still testing 3% better than last 
year and 2% above the state average. 

Language / Writing was one of the rare cases 
in which local Grade 3 students tested below the state 
average. In several other ELA categories, the same 
students tested significantly above the state average. 

Grade 5 students ranked behind the state average 
in multiple ELA categories, but Grade 6 students ranked 
above the state average in those same ELA categories. 
Grade 5 was better in math but still with weak areas. 

“We definitely have some learning gaps,” said 
Letendre, expressing confidence in the district’s new Into 
Reading literacy program. 

The report identified highlights for different 
grade levels in ELA, Mathematics and Science and 
recommended action plans to shore up areas that have 
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fallen behind. 

Expressing thanks on behalf of the committee and 
the community, Chairperson Sharon Hartley recognized Ew Y AN 
the effort that went into analyzing the data and putting Z 
it to use in planning to support learning among all the 
students.

The committee reviewed the draft school calendar 
for the 2024-25 academic year. Nelson said the Joint 
School Committee requested a draft sooner than it is 
typically received for its discussion and vote. Nelson said 
he would like to see the Rochester School Committee act 
on the calendar in January so as to allow for planning 
time for the students and professional development. 

The committee heard a report from Assistant 
Superintendent of Finance and Operations Howie Barber, 
who reported an unencumbered $625,000 remaining in 
the operations budget. 

In reporting on Food Services and Facilities, 
Barber noted that lunches are down. Rounseville said

Bike Path Finds Traction 
Marion Pathway Committee

Chairman John Rockwell reported Tuesday night 
that the Marion Pathway Committee has submitted its 
“100% plan” to the state on the Marion Shared Use Path 
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that is intended to connect pieces of the South Coast 
Bikeway emanating from the Mattapoisett line and 
continuing to Point Road. 

Rockwell said detail work will be required during 
a vetting process that the state is required to respond 
with over a 60-day period. Those details include checking 
on easements for changes from two years ago and the 
refreshing of title searches. 

The last plan, he said, showed that some 
easements had been eliminated by the sloping of sidewalk 
areas and will need haybales and adequate room for them 
to be installed. The committee may need an easement just 
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easements until we have an approval layout plan,” said 
Rockwell. “If the appraisal is done too soon, it gets stale 
and needs to be done again.” A four or five-year easement 
costs more, said Rockwell. “All those things have to be 
balanced out.” Rockwell recommended waiting on the 
state’s response which he anticipates in January. 

The last schedule sent to the state was dated 
January 20, 2023, and the state will require submission of 
a new schedule. 

Former Pathway Committee Chairman Jeff Oakes 
attended the Zoom meeting and thanked the committee 
and other stakeholders for their work in getting through 
what he called Phase 1. Oakes said he will work on the 
Wareham end (Phase 2) to come up with a plan and seeks 
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help from the committee or as individuals in completing 
the Marion portion of the South Coast Bikeway project 
end to end. 

Marion Town Administrator Geoff Gorman 
asked about the ramifications of the required Mandatory 
Environmental Impact statement. Rockwell said the state 
has hired a firm to conduct the MEPA process, which 
he described as a coordinated effort of state agencies 
to ensure projects needing permitting or funding that 
applicable state agencies are on the same page. 

“There's triggers for that: wetlands impacts, 
traffic, water withdrawals, endangered species impacts,” 
said Rockwell. “Surpass any of the thresholds, you have 
to file an environmental notification form. ... In this case, 
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there’s nothing to worry about. The project is actually an 
enhancement for the quality of life.” 

Gorman asked where people can view the full 
plans. Rockwell said the file is too heavy to email but will 
send him a link. 

Shaun Walsh asked if the document is too 
technical to upload for public consumption. Gorman 
suggested the document can and soon will be uploaded to 
the Pathway Committee’s webpage at marionma.gov. 

Walsh’s candidacy for a seat on the Pathway 
Committee was not recommended to the Select Board in 
June by Rockwell, who reiterated his proposal to fill the 
committee’s vacancies with a former member and Dan 
Eling, who was also in attendance. 

It wasn’t clear if any official action took place 
in regards to the Pathway Committee’s vacancies, but 
the committee voted to recommend the reappointment 
of Lorraine Heffernan for one year to the Stewards of 
Community Open Space. The Select Board will hear and 
vote on that recommendation. 

It was noted that the Friends of the Marion Bike 
Path group will need to form and act to support its day- 
to-day operations, once it is constructed. Committee 
member John Menzel said that Pathway Committee 
member Sandria Parsons is looking to start up the friends 
group. 

Walsh then threw Rockwell’s way what he called 
“the five-and-a-half-million-dollar question,” asking for 
an idea on a timeline to begin construction. “Everybody 
wants to know,” said Walsh, citing that the 100% plan

The Killer. Starring Michael Fassbender and Tilda 
Swinton. Directed by David Fincher. Running time: 
118 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now playing in select 
theaters and streaming on Netflix. 

If the director David Fincher had his druthers, the 
two-hour entirety of his new film The Killer — based on 
a French series of graphic novels by writer Alexis Nolent 
and artist Luc Jacamon — might be devoted to coverage 
of the assassin anti-hero (Michael Fassbender) assembling 
or disassembling his weapons, or using a gizmo he 
bought on Amazon to hack into someone’s house, or 
otherwise cementing the likeness between this killing 
machine and all his smaller machines. Ultimately, though, 
the Killer (as he is known in the credits) is a smaller 
machine supporting a bigger machine, however much he 
wants to see himself as an individual who only works for 
himself — no causes, no flags, no emotion. 

That detachment eventually wore away at our 
engagement in the graphic novels, and the same thing 
happens in the movie. Screenwriter Andrew Kevin 
Walker (who wrote Fincher’s Se7en) apes comics writer 
Nolent’s affectless narration, which is long on hit-man 
do’s and don’ts. Almost everyone the Killer interacts 
with meets an early end, so after a while we don’t have 
any anxiety about those people; the only suspense is how 
he'll dispose of the body or make it look like an accident. 
The only weakness the Killer has is his affection for his 
girlfriend Magdala (Sophie Charlotte), who was attacked 
to show the Killer he and his loved one can be gotten to. 
Why? Because the Killer, like so many fictional hit-men 
from Martin Blank to Ghost Dog, botches a job near the 
beginning of the film. 

This trope is cobwebbed enough that we can 
guess Fincher intended The Killer as a riff on assassin 
literature. And in truth, this is probably Fincher’s sharpest 
job of direction since Zodiac. There’s a pretty brutal hand- 
to-hand fight in which the Killer is pretty evenly matched 
with his foe, and the hits are varied and conducted with 
a merciless precision. The movie’s other similarity to the 
graphic novels is that it looks great and the violence has 
an abrupt anti-human vibe. Luc Jacamon’s rendering and 
especially coloring work on The Killer graphic novels are 
unassailable; Euro comics tend never to be half-assed and 
usually take pride in their craft (or maybe the half-assed 


ones don’t make it over to the US). Cinematographer Erik 
Messerschmidt, who won an Oscar for shooting Fincher’s 
Mank, works with a palette of muted blues and grays — 
it always seems to be raining even when it isn’t — that 
compels our eye rather than irritating it. 

So okay: The Killer is washed-out and callowly 
nihilistic as a narrative (so much so that we can’t really 
believe in Magdala’s role as the redeemer of the Killer’s 
— and his world’s — sins) but tasty cinema. The presence 
of Tilda Swinton as a fellow assassin (called The Expert) 
to whom the Killer pays a visit put me in mind of Jim 
Jarmusch’s two runs at the hit-man theme, Ghost Dog 
(of course) and also The Limits of Control, where Swinton 
appears as a mysterious contact called The Blonde. 
Jarmusch’s films are dead-cool exercises that interrogate 
the very notion of assassin thrillers. Fincher is playing 
a different game — he works in the genre because it 
facilitates the bleak, mopey mood he’s after. 

Yet The Killer doesn’t leave me feeling like 
crap, the way his previous couple of films (Mank and 
the grotesque Gone Girl) did. I think it’s because The 
Killer's mechanics of attack and retreat keep Fincher 
happily busy, and keep him from cruelly toying with our 
emotions too much. It doesn’t leave us feeling much of 
anything except respect for its aesthetic rigor. The graphic 
novels got far deeper into the geopolitics of the Killer’s 
livelihood, whereas the movie is much more simple, or 
simplistic. Certain bits of business stir or manipulate us 
as successfully as they always have. When we've got 
a Killer’s-eye view through a rifle scope and someone 
passes between us and the target, we don’t care if the 
target deserves to die or not — we just want to see the 
job carried off, and for that person to get out of the damn 
way. Thus does cinema implicate us in murder, as it 
has practically since its inception. The Killer is a drably 
familiar story that taps into the deeper ways we respond 
to movies. It doesn’t have a lot to say, by design, about 
what it shows us, but we can fill in the blanks if we care 
enough to.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 
Old Rochester was never known for rich, fertile 
soil, but it was known for its water, ponds, rivers, 
streams and brooks. Because of all that water, Rochester

soon became known as a town of mills. Wherever early 
settlers found moving water, they dammed it to create 
waterpower. In our current exhibit is a map created by 
Betty Beaulieu that shows both the location of many mills 
and also how the mills’ uses changed over the years. 

The Proprietors knew that the new town would 
need “millwrights”, men who knew how to build both 
dams and mills. They would also need “millers”, men 
who knew how to run the mills. Many of the mills were 
on sites that had once been forges. 

The mills that were most needed by early settlers, 
all of whom were farmers, were gristmills to turn corn 
and grain into flour. Prior to the building of the first 
gristmill, that work would take up most of a woman’s 
day as she did it by hand. In 1704, a gristmill was built 
on Leonard’s Pond. Over the years, there were at least 9 
gristmills in town at various locations. 

At one time or another, Rochester was home to 
57 mills. On the pictured map are 9 sawmills, 8 boxboard, 
9 shingle and 1 bark mill as well as 9 gristmills and 3 
fulling mills. However, one site could be utilized as more 
than one type of mill over time. For instance, the Hartley 
Sawmill site had many owners and uses. In 1725, it was a 
forge. On 1823, 1840 and 1879 maps, there is a gristmill at 
the site. In 1879, it became a boxboard and shingle mill. It 
was purchased in 1888 by James Hartley and continued 
in operation into the 60’s as a shingle, boxboard mill and 
then a sawmill.

Smoking 
Bars are prohibited in Rochester, cigar sales are 
regulated, flavored tobacco products are prohibited, 
nicotine content in electronic delivery systems with 
content greater than 35 milligrams per milliliter. 
Out of package sales are prohibited, nonresidential 
roll your own machines are prohibited. Violation 
and fining structure have been amended. 

This regulation is effective on Novem- 
ber 15, 2023.

George passed away in 2014 
at the age of 90. The Rochester Land Trust acquired three 
properties from George by virtue of “bargain sales”, 
where land is purchased for less than market value. 

All three properties offer the iconic landscapes that are 
indicative of the rural character that the Land Trust seeks 
to preserve. While only three acres in size, George’s Pony 
Pasture has over 1,000 feet of road frontage, bounded by 
dry field stone walls front and back. 

Russ Keeler, Treasurer at the RLT, opined “not 
only does this project enhance Rochester’s rural character 
and honor George Church himself, but it also honors 
the now forgotten craftsmen who originally built this 
wall. It boggles the mind to consider the amount of effort 
expended to clear the field and build this wall, especially 
before the age of mechanized equipment. We are 
heartened by and grateful for the close to 50 townspeople 
who have supported this project so far.” 

It is not too late to support this project. “It is 
unrealistic to think we can fix the entire wall, front and 
back, but the more money we raise, the more of it will be 
restored”, said Keeler.
